In many instances over the state 
entire 4 counties will

tions and also many precincts will be 
compelled to register. The custom of 
county clerks in times past has been 
to hold the poll books for six months 
and then destroy them, in accord­ 
ance with a provision of the election 
law, of which no account was taken 
in the registration act.

possession of them, thefi the auditor 
shall give notice for a registration of 
all voters resident within such pre­ 
cinct. 
“We recommend that the question 
of whether there is to be a complete 
registration of all voters resident in 
any of the precincts be determined 
at once by the several county auditors 
and notice thereof given by them at 
once to the county chairmen of all 
political parties in their counties.”

The proper attitude of the teach­ 
er towards the school, the pupil and 
the knowledge 
of the 
teacher was 
discussed this morning by Dr. C. C. 
Ellis at the Rush County Teachers’ 
institute. 
Dr. Ellis urged the teach­ 
ers to assume 
an attitude that 
is 
cheerful and 
to remember that 
a 
boy’s failure in school often follow­ 
ed him through life. 
The attitude 
of the teacher, 
he 
siaid, was responsible for fixing 
the 
pupil 
in habits 
that 
meant either 
success or failure. There were three 
distinct 
attitudes 
that 
Dr. 
Ellis 
would have all 
teachers 
tgke—one 
toward knowledge, one towards 
the 
school and the last towards the pu­ 
pil. 
“Don’t take the attitude that you 
know everything,” 
said 
Dr. 
Ellis. 
“This is a bad thing for the pupil. 
Always study something that is as 
hard for you as. the pupil’s lesson is 
•hlard for him. 
Take the attitude of 
a student. 
This is the only proper 
attitude for a teacher to take.” 
Dr. Ellis stated 
that 
it was far 
better for a teacher to admit to 
a 
class he knewr nothing of the sub­ 
ject than to try to make believe. In 
this respect they w’ould assume 
the 
attitude of the student and would 
get on the same plane with the pupil. 
In the attitude of the teacher to­ 
wards the 
school Dr. 
Ellis 
stated 
that obedience was the first thing 
to be considered. 
He declared that 
the teacher had to behave as well as 
the pupil in order to get respect. He 
showed that in a way the school was 
all the teacher cared to make it. The 
teacher must demand obedience 
of 
the pupil but at the same time must 
be obedient to the school. 
Dr. Ellis 
declared 
that the a t­ 
titude 
of the 
teacher 
toward the 
child must be 
that of companion­ 
ship. 
“It must be the attitude 
of 
companionship 
implies. 
W e 
must 
understand children and in this I am 
sorry to say 
most 
teachers 
fail. 
They do not understand children and 
in many cases this is the cause 
of 
failure on the part of the pupil as 
well as teacher.” 
The final session of the institute 
will be held 
Fridav morning. 
The 
annual business session of the 
in­ 
stitute will be held at this time.

cincfs or Didn't Register Before 


Need Register October 9. 


A-ililtle forethought on the part 


Count^ Clerk A. M. Taylor following 
;h"e general election in 1914 saved 
;his county from holding a complete 
registration the 
coming October, 


llerk Taylor saved the poll books 
Tom the last election and as the reg- 
istration books are intact at the aud- 
tor's office, the.registration October 
9 will be only for those persons in 
lush county who have changed pre- 
cincts 'since the last election or were 
not registered before. 


Under an interpretation of the re- 


ised .election law just made by a 
bmnfission appointed some time ago 
>y Governor Ralston it was decided 
hat a complete registration would 
>e necessary in cases where the reg- 
istration books were destroyed or if 
he poll books kept by the poll clerks 
t*the last election were destroyed or 
ost. ;

Jh_jnany instances over the state 


""""' entitiesi"will hold registra- 


ions.and also many precincts will he 
ompelled to register. The custom of 
ounty clerks in times past has been 
o hoid the poll books for six months 
and 'then destroy them, in accord- 
nee with a provision of the election 
aw, of which no account was taken 
in the registration act. 


Because: of this Clerk Taylor kept 


he poll books. Thus the registra- 
ion:.in Rush county will be for those 
)ersons whose names do not appear 
n the present registration books of 
who were not properly registered hi 
914. The commission which handed 
own the decision regarding the reg- 
stration was

The report of the commission on

>r for any other reason it is impos- 
ible for the county auditor to obtain 
lossession of them, then .the .auditor 
shall give notice for a registration of 
all -voters resident within such -pre- 
cinct. 


"We recommend that the question 


of whether, there is to be a complete 
registration of all voters resident in 
any of the precincts be determined 
,t once by the several county auditors 
and notice thereof given by them at 
once to the county chairmen of all 
political parties' in. their .counties."

DISCUSSES THREE ATTITUDES 


Urges Teachers to be Cheerful and 


Behave as Well as Pupils to 


Gain ^Respect 
• 


The proper attitude of the teach- 


er towards the school, the pupil and 
the knowledge of .the teacher was 
discussed this morning by Dr. C. C. 
Ellis at the Rush County Teachers** 
institute. Dr. Ellis urged the teach- 
ers to assume ah attitude that is. 
cheerful and to remember that 
a 


boy's failure in sehool often follow- 
ed him through life. 


The attitude of the teacher, he 


Said, was responsible for fixing the 
pupil in habits . that meant either 
success or failure. There were three 


* 
distinct 
attitudes 
that Dr. Ellis 


would have all teachers take—one — 
toward knowledge, one towards the 
school and the last towards tile pu- 
pil. 


"•Don't take the attitude that you 


mow everything," • said Dr.1 Ellis. 
This is a bad thing for the pupil. 
Always study something that is as 
hard for yon as; the-.pupilis. liejjsoiL.is,. 
tard for him: Take the attitude of 
a student. This is the; only proper, 
attitude for a teacher to take." 


•Dr. Ellis stated that it was far 
, 


setter for a teacher to admit to a 
class he knew nothing of the sub- 
eet than to try to make believe. "In 
his respect they would assume, the 
attitude of the student and would 
get on the same plane with the pupil. 


In .the attitude of the teacher to- 


wards the -school Dr. Ellis stated 
" 


that obedience was the first thing 
o be considered. He declared that 
he teacher- had .to behave as well as 
he pupil in order to get respect. He 
showed that in a way the school was 
all th'e teacher cared to make it. The 
eacher must ^demand obedience . of 
he pupil but at the same tune must 
>e obedient to the school. 


Dr.. Ellis .declared that the at- 


itnde of the teacher toward thev 
child must be that , of companion- 
ship. • 'It must he the attitude 
of 


companionship implies. We must 
understand children and in this I am 
sorry to say most teachers 
fail. 


Phey do not understand children! and 
in many cases this is the cause of 
ailure_on the part of• the pupil as' 
well as teacher." •
